PRIME MINISTER DROPS IN AND PRAISES REDEVELOPMENT PLANS 


Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron has said the construc¬ 
tion projects happening in 
Northampton made the town 
part of “the beating heart of 
the British economy”. 

On a visit to Northampton to 
promote the Government- 
backed Help to Buy housing 
scheme, Mr Cameron visited 
the Cherry Orchard housing 
estate, in Weston Favell, and 
the NatWest bank, in the Dra¬ 
pery. 

The Prime Minister ar¬ 
rived by train at the railway 
station, which is being redev- 
loped, and passed several oth¬ 
er construction sites that will 
become key parts of the town, 
such as the new bus station 
and the Innovation Centre. 

Mr Cameron said: “What I 
like is the ambition. 

“Towns like Northampton 
are the beating heart of the 
British economy and we need 
them to be success stories. 


“The Government is play¬ 
ing its part through the En¬ 
terprise Zone and through 
the development of the rail¬ 
way station. 

“But what is so exciting 
about this is the amount of 
good work that the borough is 
doing alongside the Govern¬ 
ment initiative and the private 
sector is coming forward and 
developing it. 

“If you take it all together - 
the Enterprise Zone, the rail¬ 
way station, all the projects 
I saw on the Northampton 
Alive map - and also the fact 
that one day the university 
might want to move and free 
up more sites for development 
and change where it is in the 
town, all of that is ambition. 
It’s drive, it’s exciting and it 
means Northampton can be 
a success story. 

“I think you are pretty far 
forward compared to other 
towns. What strikes me about 
it is that it is a whole town plan 


rather than just a bit of devel¬ 
opment taking place in one 
part, you are not just relying 
on the Enterprise Zone. There 
are great projects taking place 
in the town centre itself. There 
are exciting developments 
taking place in other towns, 
but Northampton seems to 
be going for it with some am¬ 
bition, which is great. 

“I think you should be 
proud. This is what the Brit¬ 
ish economy needs, bringing 
together economic develop¬ 
ment, new housing, new space 
for businesses and bringing 
all that together. It makes 
Northampton a more attrac¬ 
tive place to live.”

Worrying rates of 
deprivation in town 


Figures in Northampton 
Health Profile 2013 


More than 44,000 people live 
in deprived areas of North¬ 
ampton, according to a new 
health report. 

The Health Profile 2013 said 
deprivation in the town was 
higher than the average for 
England, with 44,330 people 
living in areas labelled the 
most deprived. 

Areas singled out included 
parts of the Eastern District, 
Spring Boroughs and parts of 
Far Cotton and Briar Hill. 

The report also said there 
were 9,200 children in North¬ 
ampton living in poverty, 
meaning their families re¬ 
ceived means-tested benefits 
and had low incomes. 

Peter Barker, a public 
health consultant at North¬ 
amptonshire County Council, 
said: “Deprivation and poverty 
are still worrying factors, par¬ 
ticularly as some of the Gov¬ 
ernment cuts made in 2013 are 
yet to bite. 

“Some families don’t have 
enough money and their 


Northampton’s death rate from 
heart disease and strokes has 
fallen, but is worse than the Eng¬ 
land average. 

In school year six, 18.4 per cent of 
children are classified as obese. 
Levels of teenage pregnancy, 

GCSE attainment and smoking in 
pregnancy are also worse than the 
England average.

Mr Barker said one of the 
most concerning figures to 
come from the report was the 
fact life expectancy rates for 
both men and women were 
lower than the England av¬ 
erage. Life expectancy is also 
10.5 years lower for men and 
6.4 years lower for women in 
the most deprived areas of 
Northampton than in the least 
deprived areas of the town. 

Mr Barker said: “One of the

major drivers of life expectan¬ 
cy, the age children today are 
predicted to live to, will almost 
certainly be smoking. 

“The levels of that are still 
far too high in this county and 
in Northampton. 

“This is partly a histori¬ 
cal thing, because people will 
smoke because their parents 
did. 

“But some of it will be a 
sense of fatalism. 

“They enjoy it and they 


don’t believe it truly impacts 
on their health. 

“In a sentence, they think 
‘health isn’t really a priority 
for us, our backs are against 
the wall just surviving life’.” 

“Unfortunately, in these 
economic times, many peo¬ 
ple won’t feel like quitting 
smoking or other comforting 
habits.” 

The NHS and public health 
workers are battling to bring 
down levels of smoking. 

In the last week, the NHS 
launched its Stoptober cam¬ 
paign in Northampton’s Gros- 
venor Centre. 

The Northamptonshire 
NHS Stop Smoking Service is 
urging those thinking of quit¬ 
ting to book into a free one-to- 
one clinic in order to make a 
supported ‘quit attempt’ with 
an NHS specialist. Evidence 
shows that joining a clin¬ 
ic gives a four times better 
chance of quitting for good 
compared to going it alone.

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Council needs to make 


A further £40 million of cuts 
will have to be made from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s budget, the leader of 
the authority has revealed. 

In 2011, a total of £73 million 
was slashed from the council’s 
budget, followed by a further 
£28 million in 2012 and an ex¬ 
tra £32 million at the start of 
2013. 

But the leader of the au¬ 
thority, Councillor Jim Hark- 
er {Con, Ise) has told the Chron 
that Government funding cuts 
meant even more must be 
stripped from the authority’s 
finances this year. 

He said: “We’ve got to make 
savings in excess of £40 mil¬ 
lion and we’ll be exploring a 
wide range of ways of doing 
this, from finding more ef¬ 
ficiencies to increasing our 
partnerships working with 
other authorities.” 

The biggest cuts to hit the 
council in decades came in 
2011 when the authority decid¬ 
ed to switch off half the coun¬ 
ty’s street lights, scrap lollipop 
patrols outside schools and 
axe the money given to the 
group which ran the county’s 
speed cameras. 

Since 2010, a total of 1,084

jobs have also been cut at the 
council. 

Top level talks are now be¬ 
ing held between politicians 
and officers at County Hall to 
work out where more savings 
can be made. 

Councillor Harker said: 


“It’s far too early to say what 
impact this will have at this 
stage, but we are starting now 
to look at the proposals. 

“We’re having fortnightly 
meetings with council officers 
to look at how we are going to 
deal with things.”

Sunday league football match¬ 
es on the Racecourse in North¬ 
ampton could soon be covered 
by a trained medic after a 
hospital doctor volunteered 
his time. 

The Chron reported last 
month that five players were 
seriously injured in one morn¬ 
ing, causing the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service to recom¬ 
mend properly-trained med¬ 
ics attend the park during 
games. 

In response, Dr Pete Dav¬ 
ies, a trainee anaesthetist at 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital, has stepped forward to 
volunteer his time. 

He said: “I cover events at 
Silverstone in my own time, 
such as superbike race meet¬ 
ings, so I’d be happy to do the 
same at the Racecourse. 

“If I could put a player’s leg 
in a splint, for example, and 
make them comfortable while 
they wait for an ambulance, 
then I would be happy to help. 

“Teams used to have their 
own volunteers with first aid 
knowledge. 


“Unfortunately, for reasons 
such as insurance, there aren’t 
so many people who want to 
stick their necks out any more 
and treat footballers.” 

Injuries at the park on one 
Sunday last month included 
one playerwith abadly broken 
leg, who had to wait an hour 
and 35 minutes for an ambu¬ 
lance without pain relief. 

Dr Davies said some other 
hospital colleagues were also 
willing to offer their time and 


he has informed the North¬ 
ampton Sunday Combination 
league of his availibility. 

League secretary, Roger 
Gamble, said: “I think it’s a 
great idea. It obviously doesn’t 
solve the issue of a delayed am¬ 
bulance, but if a player can 
be given pain relief while he 
waits, that’s a good help.”

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Long-delayed housing 
scheme is now backon 



Plans have been on the cards to build in Ransome Road for a number of 
years 


A long-delayed housing 
development on a derelict 
industrial site in Northampton 
could be back on the cards. 

In 2004, plans were first re¬ 
vealed to build hundreds of 
new homes in Ransome Road, 
Far Cotton. 

Despite the plans be¬ 
ing backed by politicians a 
number of times since then, 
and much of the land being 
cleared, no building work has 
yet begun on the site. 

That could be due to 
change soon with developers, 
Kier Partnership Homes, indi¬ 
cating they now plan to build 
there. 

Documents submitted to 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil suggest the company will 
submit plans for the land be¬ 
tween Delapre Abbey and the 
site of the town’s former pow¬ 
er station soon. 

They said: “It is the in¬ 
tention of Kier Partnership 
Homes to submit a planning 
application for the provi¬ 
sion of about 404 units on 
brownfield land to the south 
of Northampton town centre.” 

The plans for the Ransome 
Road site are expected to be 
submitted to the council in 
two sections. 

The documents said: “Part 


of the planning application is 
in an area located in the north 
west of the application site. 

“The development pro¬ 
posals for this area include 94 
two, three and four bedroom 
houses and an apartment 
block providing 12 units, with 
a mix of one and two bedroom 
apartments. 

“The second part of the 
planning application com¬ 
prises an area where it is in¬ 
tended to build in the region 
of 298 residential units, rang¬ 
ing from one bedroom apart¬ 
ments to five bedroom town 
houses.” 

Plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of Ransome Road were 
first submitted to Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council in 2004. 

They were backed by both 


the council and the Gov¬ 
ernment, although no de¬ 
velopment work on the site 
happened. 

Further plans for the site 
were then submitted to the 
West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) in 2007, which were 
again backed by politicans. 

But again, no development 
took place because of con¬ 
cerns about “the financial vi¬ 
ability of the site”. 

Further update plans were 
submitted to the WNDC again 
in 2010, but again no develop¬ 
ment took place. 

The latest plans are still in 
their very early stages. 

Officials at the Guildhall 
are due to inspect them dur¬ 
ing the coming months.

Phil Greenway, CAMRA 
chairman and previous festi¬ 
val organiser, announced he 
would be stepping down from 
both roles at the branch AGM.

You know a car company is 
serious about selling a new 
model when it knocks up to 
£4,825 off the price and piles 
on the goodies. 

Even when the old one sold 
more in the UK than anywhere 
else in Europe. 

You’ll have gathered from 
the picture that we’re talking 


about the Vauxhall Insignia, 
even if current owners might 
spot a light going over in the 
looks department, aimed at 
making the car look lower 
and wider. 

It isn’t, but it does manage 
to look thoroughly modern in 
a way that ought to keep it out¬ 
selling its biggest rival, Ford’s 
Mondeo (whose own revamp 
has been put back) and leaves 
it pushing for a regular spot in 
the UK’s top io sales chart.
